A meeting of Milk Producers was 
held in Lake Villa Wednesday after- 
noon at which both Mr. Holt, president' 
of the Milk Producers association, and 
Mr. Rockwell, secretary, were the 
speakers. - -' . 

Mr. Holt was the first speaker and 
he went over the Bituation that lead up 
to the split in the board of directors of 
.the Marketing company and discussed 
the subject of the cause of the .present 
price of milk. ': 

Mr. Holt staled that prior to the fix- 
ing of price for September milk, tha • 
milk board of the Producers^ associa- 
tion had decided on a price of-S2.00 for 
September milk and when the* board 
met with the executive board of .thi 
Marketing Eoard to set the price they 
were informed by Mr. Williams^ that- 
they had decided to aek a price of $1.50 
In an attempt to drive the slackers into_ 
line.- This price was quoted to the 
buyers and Mr. Holt declares that at 
that lime Mr. Keulman, chairman of 
the buyers, arose and asked Mr. Wil- 
liams if it, were not a low price. Mr. 
Holt claims that at that time the pro- 
ducers could of obtained a price of $2.00 
or better. 

Mr. Holt further stated that at tha 
time for the setting of the October 
price the milk board went into confer- 
ence with the buyers in an attempt to 
negotiate a better priceandas the:cora- 
mittee held oat for a price of 52.00 for 
October milk and the buyers could not 
come to any agreement as-they had a 
split amongst themselves nothing was 
accompliEhed. At this lime an inde- 
pendent milk association was formed- in 
McHenry and a committee called on 
the milk board to set a price. This 
committee and the board went into 
conference with the buyers, but were 
unable to accomplish anything. The 
buyers at this time wanted to know who 
they were to deal with inasmuch ^ the 
producers already had three different 
factions working to set a price. This 
inquiry has lead to the point, according 
to Mr. Holt, where the producers havff 
got to get together and present a unit- 
ed front to:- the buyers. 
"Mr. riolt'lhen unfolded the plan'which 
Is the outcome of the conference held 
lust Thursday by the milk board and 
the committee selected at Elgin, to act 
as an advisory committee, headed by 
W.D. Dunning of Pleasant Prairie. 
The plan is fully explained in a letter 
aent out to the secretaries of the differ- . 
ent locals, which follows: 
Dear sir: 

' In view of the deplorable conditions 
of the dairy industry in ihe Chicago 
dairy district and the prevailing low 
price of fluid milk, far below any esti- 
mate of the cost of production, we are 
enclosing a petition lor your considera- 
tion and signature, aulhorizing the Milk 
Producers' association to use its best 
efforts in securing a better price for 
December milk, 

We are also enclosing receipt book 
for membership in the Milk Producers' 
asaociaiion and ask that you secure as 
many signers to the petition and mem- 
bers to the petiion as poasible and re- 
turn to this office within the next week.

The worm 
bores its way up through 'the stalk 
on the inside and may enter the ear 
through the shank and not be noticed 
on the'surface at all. 

The sweet corn industry has been 
all but ruined in the infected sections, 
as people do not relish- boiling ears 
that liavc the cob honeycombed and 
tenanted by this corn pest.

The brood sow needs a variety In 
her food and exercise. In ciperl- 
aienta conducted at the North Dakota 
Agricultural college under the direc- 
tion of I'rofessor Shepperd It was 
found that sows will readily eat alfalfa 
hay, and that when this Is fed with a 
mixture of about half barley and half 
shorts at the rate of 2^ pouods dally 
for a 2(K)-pound sow, splendid results 
have been ficcured.

It fur- 
nHhes a palatable, nutritious feed 
throughout the season, If not pastured 
too closely. In one exjierlnient last- 
ing 110 days this crop had a value, as 
forage for bogs, of .^77.87 an acre hr 
replacing concentrates In the ration, 
torn being vnluml at ^l.V2 a bushel 
and tankage iit SCO a ton. In addition 
to this pasture the liogB received a 
dally grain ration amounting to 2,8 
\w cent of their live weight. 

The ci'op may be Kceded from April 
to tlie mhblle of July, either broad- 
casted or (Irllli'tl solid or In rows 24 to 
28 Inches iipurt. Five to eight pounds 
of seed nio needed to broadcast an 
acre, *and from two to three pounds If 
the rape Is to he grown In rows. On 
good soli and wlih early cultivation 
the crop Is ready to be pastured In ali 
lo ten weeks from planting.
